As far as It went, this -vas an '.t- 
tractlve program, and Jiirt^e o'R.-nr 
gained some strength from his ad- 
vocacy of the "County Unit." As 
the Democrats bsd not yet adopted 
a platform, he was In position to 
misrepresent the attitude of the 
party on the 'Tonnty I'nlt," and 
did not hesitate to do so. Mut when 
the Convention met In, and behold, 
they adopted a "County fnlt " 
plank, stronger and more specific 
than the one contained In the Re- 
nubltcan platform.

Poth the RepubHcana and 
the Democrats have given sacred 
pledgee that they will pass a bill 
extending the "County Unit" and 
the voters of the Btata are confi- 
dent that this will ba dons, no mat- 
ter who wins.

Mrs. Patterson told her hideous 
story without reservation to her at-

According to Patterson's diary, 
found among his effects, he knew 
bis wife was in Europe in January 
and February.

After our command left Lost 
Mountain we next (ortlfled at Ma- 
rietta, but here Sherman made an- 
other move to Oen.

He was there but a shpr^ 
time till he endeaTored to turtf 
Hood's right flank and gain posses- 
sion ot Decatur on the Georgia rail- 
road. 

Hood sent f;en. Hardee with his 
corps to meet him. We marched all 
night and at daylight came in con- 
tact with Gen. Sherman's pickets on 
Peachtree oreek and here one oC 
the moat deaperata ^ttlea ot the 
war was fought. It wss on the ttd 
day of July, 1864. and the weather 
was as hot-aa tferet-getr-ln that 
country. 

Cell. H.irdee made a turn to his 
left and felt his way with the caval- 
ry.

and Tom Sallee. Tln'v hud driven 
a load of tobacco Into the barn, and 
wer« at work placing It on the tlera 
wbsk tbe bam was struck bjr light- 
ning. It was raining at the time, 
and a dark clond hung over that 
neighborhood, but there wae no In- 
dlration or evidence of anv cIpc- 
trlcal atorm, when suildenly there 
was a blinding flash of lightning, 
and a crash of thunder that fright- 
ened the cittsMU In that vicinity. 
Mr. laiiee was on the third tier 
handing the tobacco to Bhalbr Crab- 
tree, who waa in the top of the 
barn. At the flash of the lightning 
Sallee fell to the Rround, n dlntanoe 
of eiRlileeii feet.
